The protection of 160 to 1 
which is required for certifi- 
cation means that a person 
within the shelter would get 
1/ tooth exposure to radia- 
tion of that which lie would 
get .if outside and unpro- 
tected.

Newspapers stories of crimes, -juvenile or 
otherwise, serve as a valuable warning to people 
livinir or travelling in the areas affected. A 
mother who reads that a child. has been molested, 
.accosted ov raped in her neighborhood isjgoing to 
exercise a special measure of precaution. A resi- 
dent readine; about alburglary near his home is 
%pirig to take some extra precautions. A car own- 
er who reads that a car was stolen on his street 
will be on the alert. .• 

Citizens should be alerted to crime in their 
area. They have a right to expect their newspa- 
pers to carry the stories of such crimes, 

m 

There's been much discussion pro and con 
as to whether or not names of juvenile offenders 
should be published.. Again, names and pictures 
serve a valuable purpose — they alert the public. 
If some newspapers arc guilty of over-inflating 
some incidents, this is hardly a good reason to 
clamp a silencer. on all juvenile crime records. 

If, occasionally, a "nice" juvenile is harmed 
by adverse publicity, when he committed no real, 
crime, he learns a hard fact of life and nature — 
that his name can be tarnished by keeping bad 
company and that good intentions aren't enough. 

Secrecy in police matters is dangerous to the 
welfare of the public. It makes it easy for the cor- 
rupt police to hide their corruption hard for the 
honest policeman to do a good job. We already 
have too much managed news. Keep the police 
records open, and trust the discretion of the ma- 
jority of good policemen to talk* or not talk, as 
they see fit.

Less than onc-thu'd of all 
the parents who took the 
children for treatment ad- 
mitted that the injuries wore 
not accidental. *;;:- 

When asked how chlldron 
had been hurt, adults accom-" 
panying them most frequent- 
ly made replies such as: "He 
fell" or "He hurt himself." 

The children studied rang- 
ed from under one to 15 x h 
years old. One-third wero 
loss than a year old and 
three-fourths had not yet 
reached their fourth birth- 
days. . , 

Helpless young children 
arc the most prone to attack 
from others, but abuse is 
not restricted to them, the 
report stated. 
• Most of the children pre- 
sented a grim combination 
of injuries. The majority— 
.34 of. thy. 52— had wefts; 
bruises, lacerations, and. 
scars. Fractures, sonic now 
and some in various stages 
of healing, wore reported for 
26 children. 

Some of the case histories 
described in the study fol- 
low: 

Harvey, 17 months old, had 
multiple Injuries, including a 
fractured spine. His father, 
who was convicted of beating 
the child a "year earlier, was 
sent to prison for 3 to 10 
years for whipping and beat- 
ing his son. 

An 10-month-old "felt" off 
a third story porch, suffer- 
ing fractures and internal in- 
juries. A sister bad sus- 
tained brain damage from a 
"fall" a year earlier and a 
brother had died as the re- 
sult of a "fall." 

A two - year - old was 
brought in with multiple frac- 
tures, covered witli cuts and 
bruises, including a serious 
eye injury. His parents said, 
"He's very nervous and falls 
constantly."

It covered data reported

health agencies on children 
seen between Dec. 1, 1003, 
and Nov. 00, 1904. The 52 
came from 50 families, and 
there were previous cases of 
abuse to the child or to his 
brothers or sisters in 00 of 
the cases. In 40 of the 52 
families, some oilier prob- 
lem such as marital discord, 
or alcoholism was present. 
Eighteen of the children 
came from broken homes. 

Tho findings focus atten- 
tion on tho need for legisla- 
tion requiring mandatory re- 
porting of suspected child 
abuse cases, according to tho 
report. 

A legislative proposal now 
before the General Assem- 
bly requires a physician to 
report a suspected case to 
the Stale Department of Fam- 
ily and Children's Service Tor 
investigation and action. The 
proposal does not require 
that the doctor identify the 
person responsible for the 
abuse.

Calling attention to the de- 
nial of the right of Alabama 
citizens to register and vote. 
Congressman McClory de- 
clared: "What could be more 
consistent with our funda- 
mental American rights of 
petition than the action of 
those who have organized 
and taken part in peaceable 
and nonviolent demonstra- 
tions? Those who have 
gathered and marched have 
caused no harm and, on Hie 
contrary, they have explain- 
ed their problem in a dra- 
matic, effective and entirely 
peaceful way." He called oil 
the public officials of Ala- 
bama to. respond to the over- 
whelming demand of Ameri- 
can citizens in Alabama and 
elsewhere to protect and de- 
fciul the fundamental right 
of petition. 

The Illinois Congressman 
further declared: "if it ap- 
pears (as it does appear to- 
day ) that the local and slate 
officials arc unable— or un- 
willing — to preserve and 
protect tho rights of all of 
their citizens and all who 
arc lawfully within the state, 
then it is clearly incumbent 
upon the Federal govern- 
ment to resort to such means 
as may be necessary to de- 
fend and protect those per- 
sons in the exercise of their 
inalienable rights of citizen- 
ship."

along with other Members of 
the U. S. House and Senate, 
has introduced legislation to 
authorize Federal registrars 
where opportunities for reg- 
istration are denied by local 
officials.
